and forests; and the scattered location of 

• a sparse population in closo proximity to 
800 Indians whohouumberconld bo large- 
ly increased, renders it tmly one of the 
mo3t unprotected. It receives only six 
rauils in llio year from the cupitui of tho 
Province, 600 miles away. The resources 
of Koolenuy are ample, abounding in only 
partially develope'dlgdid mines and other 
precious metals in great ^uaintity, Trhioh 
•would fully remunerale.i .'jndustfy; a 

• healthy oliuiuto and soil in all the valleys 
and plains which are of excellent alluvial 
quality, capable of producing all the 
roots, fruits, vegetables , and grain of a 

, temperate climate in . qajintl y and of 
gooil description; protection alone is 
wanted to ensure the presence of a largo 
population. Militia is at present out of 
the question; but a polioo force of 50 men 
whoso presence and power would overawo 
the iucroasing insolonoo of tho aborigines, 
would give security to tho settlors, tlia 
- , remnants of tbo original pioneord of tho 
' country, who prefer to run desperate haz 
^'|ii'rds. rather than abandon the fruits of 
i.'tbeir lindustryi^. Oommunioation abould 
also be opened through a known easy de- 
filo of tlid Rooky Mountains by the Elk 
River, by which means tli« produce of 
this prodnctivQ soil would supply the 
N. W. Mounted Police more cheaply than 
nt present, thu.-i giving au impetus to the 
settlement and indubtry of the District, 
and tbrongb the oocsequent increase of 
. the population, yield a revenue iiorothan 
'. oommensuratu with the outlay. 

BBITISH COLOMBIA AND VANCOUVEB ISLAND. 

At Victoria and Nanaimo there aro two 
Companies of Infantry olotlied and.jeqnip- 
pod as Rifles, and in a very efHoient state 
for any servioo. At New Westmin8tor,on 
the Fras-er River, thero-is a good Compa- 
ny of Infantry and also a Battery 
..i»f Artileiy. The latter tLo Geuenil 
did not have the opportunity of 
inspecting .as theic clothing had 
biH II only just received, ;the Rifle Com 
jiaiiy is in an efBoiont oondition-in every 
rospect . It is Buggohted that a battery be 
uiouutod at Macauley'a Point ou the pro- 
rumit .ry which projects between the har- 
bors t.f Victoria and IilsquimAU. In tho 
nbacuce of a sliii) of war. which occasion- 
ally occurs, there is not a gun nor any 
kiud of protection for tho costly Navul 
■Slbres'bn the ono side, nor the City of 
Victoria on the other. A piratical criiisor 
of small force, entering by the Straits of 
Fnca, could destroy the whole place. On 
going over tho dockyard, tho Major-Gen- 
eral found 2 7 incli and 4 40-pouuder 
breechloadiug rilled guns about to he 
Eont back to Englaml as obsolete for Na- 
val Borvico. He requested that these 
might be detained, together with their 
shell und eqaipmeiits;>aod-basDibAde ap- 
plication for their transfer to tbe Domin- 
ion Government for tho purpose of arm- 
ing the earthwork he proposes for Macan- 
ley's Point. This can bo constructed at 
a trilling outlay for eartii parapets and 
wooileu platforms. It is suggested au 
Artillery Company should be drilled at 
Victoria to man this battery;. There aro 
plenty of willing and efficient men for 
the purpose, and an officer lato of the 
Royal Artillery. There aro two bronze 
21: pounder howitziT.s on travelling car- 
riiigcs in position at Now Westminster in 
charge of tlio Artillery, as well us a quan- 
tity of shot and shell. The gun carnages 
require painting. He snggests that tbe 
U3(jttl ammunition for practice be allowed 
tho Seymour Artillery, tho cost of which 
has lieretnfi)re been defrayed by tbo ooin- 
maiidiug oilicer. Thoro in a fhst-cluHs rillo 
rrtijgo of GUO yurils, which cost S75. ud- 
vauL'cid out of the private funds of tho 
Riila Corps. Additional §75 are nones- 
sai-y id oomple^A tho range to 800 yards 
with a view to competition for Wimblo- 
don. An appropriation of S150 ia advis- 
ublo in order that tho range may bocomo 
tho properly of tho Domiuion Govern- 
mont. Thedrillshed wis built by tho 
Provincial Uovernniunt in 18GG for tho 
Volunteers, at a cost of 3U0U, and suh 
aeqnently improved byprivato contribu- 
tion of citizens of New Westminster. It 
requires a new foundation, the origical 
being rotten and unsi^fe. The estimated 
cost for tbis is S200. An armoury pro 
perly fitted for tho arms, clothing and 
Btores is also innch rt.'quirod; this would 
cost about 8200; tho men, several of 
whom served in the Royal Engineers, 
have expressed their willingnoi's to con- 
tribute labor and money from tho Corps 
fund. There is also a Magazine hero 
originally constructed by Royal Engin- 
oors upon tho best principles, stone and 
brick with c(ii)per dooi s; tho flooring is, 
howtivor, rotleu and the doorway dila|n- 
dated. SlOO aro required to repair tins. 
Diiliculties doubtlesa still meet those 
who strive to prepare means . of defence 
whero tho possibility of ' disturbkb'pe or 
of war is hardly believed, beoantio never 
yet felt, and money iH in consequence 
sparingly granted beon^iso it may not di- 
rectly produce a tangiblo or visible re- 



turn, therefore the solidity of the Militia 
organization moy bo still oons.i^ered as 
hardly corresponding withi-ilbo steady 
progress and increase of the piqiinty. By 
patience and porsovetiince we'niay hope, 
Tiltle by- little, to; Jn)|ifaye the- ineanB of 
liational defence ani^ add to the Military 
^Institutions of tlie boujjlty upon a scale 
^(jpmj^g JW^rowiflg IJj^PV 
'^ly'lifiie'stif^ng good'i«ifaVo of the peopifii 
of tbw country is not to be swayed or 
distracted from its patriotic course by the 
idea of any who in sober earnest could 
aver they would prefer to teach tbeir 
sons to be druDkards and gamblers rather 
than soldiers. What \vo,uld this country 
nuW have beep, but for the isoldiora of 
England in y.ears.gppo by,? What.Mipuld 
have been tbe fate of flroat Britain her- 
self thronghr'airpaBt time but for those 
strong pillars of the Empire under which 
her,;.innuoucQ.,aud her. jiomtneroe have 
flourished, and who have carried her 
Hag and extended . her Dominion 
into tho remotest regions of the earth ? 
Tho drill shed at Victoria is a very excel- 
lent one in good repair, but nearly uco 
'less from having no. gas light, whioh can 
be intjpdjjoisa fBlf '$120.'' 'AllTlr}lli .in' tho 
shed being^'at bigbt. tha.nedsssit^y for gas 
light is obvious. 'On the otronsion of the 
Slajor-Generara inspection there wore 21 
candles and 10 coal oil lamps burning, 
and yet tho place was in comparative oh 
sourity. One of tho spare rooms should 
also be fitted up at a cost of $25, as au 
armory and clothing room. There is a 
tirst-ctass rifle range here, retited by the 
Riile Association for t years at $25 per 
annum. They have «Pdbt'^250''6n''it:fri}m 
private funds, whiob-are not affluent. It 
is suggested this range sh'TUId be taken 
over for the Militia aalhey have no other 
place of practice. There is a storekeeper, 
and a man employed as caretaker, but not 
paid. He suggests this man should re 
oeivo pay as armourer, caretaker and 
drilT instructor combined, wbiob woi|id 
make iip a suitable snhiry for him. At 
Nanaimo thoro is no drill sheii; tho Com- 
pany baa ooustruoted tho ritlo iitugo of 
600 yards at a private cost of §100. Tho 
Vancouver Coul Company will givo a silo 
for the former, if §1,000 were forthcom- 
ing from public funds to erect tho build- 
ing, including armory, &o. Drill Instruc- 
tors aro much needed, and tho aptiuuio 
for drill shown by these Companies de- 
serve ^renpouragprnenb.' An Instructur 
from the Soyal Marine^ ' at Esquimau 
would cost al out §00 a moniU wtiile so 
employed. There are ut present upwards 
of 7U0 stand of aims of obsolete pattern. 
Enflold and Brunswick, which were pass- 
ed over to the Domiuion Governmeut ut 
CoDfedeiation; also a large quantity^ of 
ammunition jkdapted for those arins tinj 
the Naval Magazine at Esqaimalt. 'The 
Admiritl has applied for tlio immi-diale 
removal of tho latter, to givo room f(jr 
uowder e:CL>euted from England. Tho 
Major-Geueral says he ordered a board 
upon it ana suggested it bo broken up and 
the powder used for practice or salutes, 
the arms sboald be sold, Indians would 
readily purchase them for shooting large 
garaa. The proceeds of thoso arms if 
placed to the credit of tho Militia Depart- 
ment wjuld go far to execute many of 
the repairs now suggested. In conclusion 
Major-General SmyiU says: "Time did 
nut admit of my, ascending tbe Frasor 
iii vor to visit Eatalo'qps on the Thomp- 
son.thongh urged to do so by the Lieut. - 
Governoi and other por.-fons, but from 
inquiry I am of opinion it would be very 
desirable to enrol a smal! body of Militia 
at that point, whero there are some 2UU 
or 300 white people within u radius of 
about 20 miles. This corps should bo 
mounted Infantry orBiflemeQ, who would 
furoisfa their o\Kn boifses and bo capable 
of any arduous' service. Other small 
?orps of about 20 Or~30 men could equal- 
ly, well be raised ut ^Chnton, Cache Creek 
and Okanagon, all of which could drill 
iiiJependoutly once a month and aasemblo 
once a year at Kam'oops, as tho most ceii • 
tpul, as weil us the most, important point. 
Such corps would only require uniform 
and arms, with,. Camp, equipment fur 
general training.' An organization of 
this kind would be most popular as 
well as effective, in case their services 
wore required. The interior of tbo coun- 
try being isolatod during tho severo win- 
ter months such an organization would 
give riso to a feeling of general seeunt.v 
for a small outlay; they would partake 
more of a Yeomaiiry than a Militia force 
and when the pass to which I ha-e before 
alluded is opened through tho Rocky 
Mountains, un almost continuous cliiiin 
of communication und support if nocessa- 
rv would bo formed with tho North Wi'st 
Mounted Police as well as with tho Mili- 
tia force of the Weat Coast. I think it 
both pruclicableand advisable to organize 
very soon such a force in the interior of 
British Coluii^bia for tho security and 
protection of tho po[)uIation finni any 
alarm that might occur to disturb tbe 
present peaceful relations between tbo 
white and colored inhat)itants of the 
coiiutry. It is not, however, intended 
for a moment to convey tbo impression 
thai any collision between races is proba 
ble, but it should not be overlooked that 
there are approximately 30,000 ludi.iiis in 
British Columbia whoso land question is 
not yet settled, and it is a . duty, tu provide 
against possible contiogenoies in the un- 
certain future. 



"Quibble," Indeed I 

Wo givo place to day to a loiter on 
British Coluiubiu yij^ned "J. K.," 
wliicli appeared in tbe Sun Franci.sco 
'Bulletin' of late date. The letter is 
understood to bo tbe production of 
Captain Evans, member of Asaombly 
for Cariboo, and so far' as it 
deals witb the points at issue between 
the Province and Canada, and our na- 
tural resources is fair and unprejudic- 
ed. We like, also, tbe sturdy tone of 
patriotism the writer assumes when 
speaking of the probable destiny of 
British Columbia should 'separation 
from Canada result from the present 
complications. In speakiag of tbe 
recent political changes in this Pro- 
vince, however, "J. E." deals most 
unjustly with tho present Oovrrnmont 
and tbo lato Opposition iu tho Local 
House, aud mia-statoB the case when 
he descfibos the principle ou wliich 
tbo Walk eni Govoruniout was turned 
out as a "quibblo." It is true, as 
"J. E." points out, that tho Govern- 
mont wore anthorizod by votes of Liio 
Housa to draw upon tlie capital iu Ca- 



nada's bands for the construction of 
public woiks. But tljoy were no't au- 
thorized to pledffo tbe revenues; of the 
Province to Canada as seairifcjr^fpr the 
repayment of \ those qa^bde^,! Yel;' 
tlioy did so, aud "J. E." accusels tbj^ 
ilouso of fioizin;,' upon a "quibble"' 'tb 
piiuish tbeial-' Lot us suppo.se "*J.-E.'_". 
to be.'j^ property-huliler who bus plac- 
fld the adiuini.stration of Ida estate in 
the hands of an agent, and that during 
"J. E.'s" absence from the Province 
the aofent were to sqtiandoi the reven- 
ue arising from that property and 
mortgage tho estate to obtain the 
wheiewitlml to gratify-his^desire ^for' 
further squandering. .Wloilld anyone 
say that if upon hia return "J. E." 
should dismiss and prosecute th^ agent 
for malfeasance his ground' of com- 
plaint would bo a "quibble?" Yet 
tiio lato Gcvorniuent stood toward tbe 
coiintpif iii,{jrec'so]y tho attitude, .jthot 
the uutriislworthy agent ^yould staucl 
towards "J. E.;" the only difference 
being in the pu'nishnient meted oi^t to 
each. The dishonest agent would go 
to prison; tho dishonest Government 
has been sent — to Coventry!

British Columbia- 

(From ■ S. i". Bulletin Correapoodent.J 

Victoria, V. I., Feb. 17, 1876. 
'■ British Columbia is at present going 
through ono of tho most important 
crises in its history. It has been 
"uroiight about by llio uufaithfuluoss 
of tho Dominion Govoriimeut in not 
fultilling the obligations undertaken 
by it on' ' the admission of British 
Columbia into the confederation of 
which it forms a i)art. In accordance 
with tho Imperial policy of confederat- 
ing tho whole of the Provinces of 
British North America under one 
Government, to bo known by the title 
of the Dominion of Canada, British 
Columbia agreed to outer the confed- 
eration on the assumption by the Do- 
minion of certain responsibilities and 
obligations, the chief of which was 
thb building of tho railway across the 
continent through British territory 
from tho seaboard of British Columbia, 
to connect with the railway system of 
Canatla, within ton years from the 
date of union — July, 1871. Without 
direct communication between the 
Provinces, the union would only be 
50 in name. This provision the party 
now in power iu Canada resisted while 
ill opposition as being too formidable 
an liuJertakiug, but it was carried 
with a good majority. " True to their 
policy, on attaining tho ascendancy in 
the latter part of 1873, they refused to 
Carry out the obligations entered into 
by their predecessors. At this point 
tliG Province appealed to the Imperial 
Govornmant for intervention, when 
Lord Carnarvon, the Colonial Secre- 
tary, with tho consent of both parties, 
became arbitrator, and his award — 
which was a moditicatioii of tho origi- 
nal terms — was accepted as final by 
both governments. Tho terms agreed 
upon wrre the imaiediate commence- 
ijiont of the railroad on Vancouver Is- 
land from I''/^(piimalt to Nanaimo, and 
oil the miiiuland as soon f/s the surveys 
were far eiioiigli advanced to enable 
them to proceed, at an expenditure of 
not lesn than two million dollars Jpar 
annum in the Province of British 
Columbia, until conipletod, extending 
the liniu limit to 1890 and li.ting the 
oasleni terminus for tho present on the 
western shore of Lake Superior. 

The second important obligation 
undertaken by the Dominion was the 
assuiiiDtion of the debt ot the Province, 
allowing so mi ^ii poi ho. id to a ^ivon 
population, 'i)ro rata' with the debt of 
Nova Scotia and New Brunswick on 
their adiui-isioa into tho Confedera- 
tion.. ,Thi8 resulted in the placing of 
$960,000 to the credit of British Col- 
umbia over and above the actual debt, 
and for wliii-li intnro.st at tho rate of 5 
per cent per auuuin was paid to tho 
Proviiico. 

In the ineantimo the Provincial 
Government undertook a series of 
public improvements involving a larger 
outlay than could bo covered by its 
current leveniie and tliQ annual sub- 
sidy from Canada. To meet this ex- 
tra .expenditipre. it ^as.. suggested by 
the''i)oMnidb SovernmentV tm^ sanc- 
tioned(-,.|33r,, both Legislatures, that 
instead oi borrowing money for tiio 
purpose, an application be m^ide for 
tho payment of tho said §960,000 
which belonged to the Province, but 
the Maokeuzie Ministry oap rioiously 



refused to pay it, exci pt on conditions 
that wore both humiliating and inault- 
i^gi (Mqdit:tya9 Jby a'^nere quibble at 
the manner a portion of this money 
was received by the Provincial Minis- 
try, that the opposition in the Provin- 
ciaLLBgialatuae_recetitl,VL siicaeAded in 
upsetting them.-rj The Housei ■ by a 
unanimouffVbTi^;' dS%ia%'^Vibt to accept 
any further comprou''.se than is con- 
tained in what is known' as tho Car- 
narvon terms. Without a full uudor- 
staudiug on lliis point , the new Min- 
istry could not stand a day. Neithel:, 
wouldithe !PreQlieri Elliott nhave libeen 
ro feleoted Wheri' 'be'rebeiitlytciime be- 
fore the people for their sanction on 
accepting a portfolio. It will now bo 
seen whetuer the Elliott Ministry will 
have the energy aud abitity to meet 
the emergency. An attempt was made 
by the Dominion Government to ' in- 
duce the late Provincial Ministry to 
accept a casli bonus of $750,000 as 
compensation for the failure to build 
the Esquimau and Nanaimo R:iilway, 
and foiJj^aj^^glaf (in)iy\? epnstruotiuu 
of the railway on the mainland, which 
may hereafter occur.' This they very 
properly rejopted, and their action 
was a2:)provod of by the Legislature. 
Tho questions that at present absorb 
tlid public miud in Briti.sh Columbia 
are: In tho event of the Dominioq 
Government persistently delaying the 
building of tho railway, what cour.se 
will ihe province pursue '? "Will it de- 
mand a severauoo of the union now 
existing, or wiU it 8liiyi3.hl^ remain to 
be insulted-by a set' ot incohipotont 
so-called statesmen that have no more 
capacity to build up a nation than 
parish beadles 'i" Aud in the event of 
a separation, wouhl anue.Kation loom 
up in the distance ? I may hero re- 
mark that there is a growing feeling 
of diBsatisfaofiotfat the'tfeatment the 
province has been receiving at tho 
hands of the Dominion Government, 
aud with it a desire to separate from 
an unpleasant aud unprofitable con- 
nection, on account of the non-fullil- 
ineut of tho terms which induced them 
to cast their lot with Canada. But 
there is a total absence of u desire to 
throw oil" their allogianco to tho moth- 
er country. If there is an impression 
to the cdritiaryabroidVit is erroneous. 
Apart from the fact of a loyal feeling 
existing among the people, there are 
no inducements offered elsewhere to 
couuterbalauco it. The heavy taxa- 
tion south of the 49th jjarallel com- 
pared to that of Biitish Columbia is 
an insurmountable barrier in the way 
of its becoming anxious to join the 
United States. A gleam of hope re- 
mains iu the fact that great changes 
aio taking place iu the state of public 
opinion in Canada. The present domi- 
nant party have lost no less than sis- 
teen Parliamentary seats since the last 
general election, which has consider 
ably diminished their majority and 
which indicates the advent into power 
of men equal to the einergeucj" so that 
however gloomy the political atmos- 
phere may apjjear at present, there is 
a brighter future iu store. 

RESOURCES OF THE PBOVISCE. 

I the eveotrof a repudiation of its 
obligations on the part of the Domin- 
ion ana the consequent dissolution, the 
Province has immense resources oi its 
own waiting to bo developed, that it 
need not despair. A glimpse at the 
general aspect of the country and its 
various iudustries'.mfty not be unin- 
teresting to the re&'Ser! 

Previous to the discovery of gold on 
the bars of tho Frazor in 1858, very 
little was known of the country by any 
one but trappers and employees of the 
Hudson Bay Company. The general 
aspect is mouutainous, and for the 
most part being woOdy, with interven- 
ing fruitful valleys capable of produc- 
ing excellent crops of cereals. Its 
wheat has been pronoinced by com- 
petent judgeiitto be eqaaljto the be^t 
produced in the Shenandoah Valley. 
Althoug!'. not calculated to be an ex 
tensive agricultural country, it is cap- 
able of sustaining a largo population 
and is especially fitted for stock rais- 
ing, excellent urass growing to the top 
of mountains, full seven thousand fuet 
above sea level. All that is required 
to enabled tho maiMlaa.l of British 
Columbia farmer to siipi)ly Vanoouvor 
Island ami its increasing population 
with bettor licijf iiiul niiitlou tl:au any 
that can bo found ou the coast, is bet- 
ter means of coiumunicalion. Al 
though an ■excellent trunk wagon roa:l 
has been built for f air hundred milos 
into the interior from tho head of naviga- 
tion, wild c.iltlo cannot nafoly be driven 
on it through tlu? gro.ii canon of the Fra- 
snr in the U;isc;i(U) raiigo. Hence the no 
ccHsity for a mil mad.
